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The  New  Term, 


The  first  terra  of  another  school 
3^ear  opened  with  the  usual  rush 
and  hurry  on  September  3rd.  The 
effect  of  the  new  course  of  study 
on  the  school's  attendance  had  been 
a  subject  for  discussion  for  several 
weeks  and  Mr.  W.  B.  Sutliff  in  ar- 
ranging the  program  for  the  new 
term  consumed  much  grey  matter 
and  not  a  little  midnight  oil  in  his 
efforts  to  correctly  balance  the  num- 
ber of  sections  required  for  each  of 
the  new  classes.  With  the  old 
course  waning  and  the  four  year 
course  not  yet  fully  started  in  all 
classes  during  the  previous  year  it 
was  a  great  satisfaction  to  find,  as 
the  various  classes  assembled  and 
went  to  work,  that  the  preliminary 
estimates  had  been  reasonably  cor- 
rect and  even  fewer  changes  in  the 
program  proved  necessary  than  in 
some  previous  years  when  no  simi- 
lar problem  had  to  be  solved. 

New  students  have  made  their 
appearance  almost  every  day  since 
the  opening  of  the  term,  and  at 
present  writing  the  registration  for 
the  year  is  almost  exactly  the  same 


as  for  last  year  at  the  same  time. 
Some  of  the  problems  it  was  antic- 
ipated the  change  of  course  might 
cause,  have  not  developed  and  the 
new  four  year  course  is  in  success 
ful  operation  at  Bloomsburg  with 
good  sized  classes  for  every  5^ear  of 
the  course. 


1912  Memorial  Steps. 

The  steps  provided  for  by  the 
Class  of  191 2  Memorial  Fund  were 
finished  a  few  days  before  the  open- 
ing of  school  and  add  greatly  to 
the  dignity  and  appearance  of  the 
approach  to  the  upper  building. 
The  metal  lions  and  eagles  which 
are  to  form  a  part  of  this  class  mon- 
ument have  not  yet  been  put  in 
place,  not  having  arrived  though 
ordered  early  in  the  summer.  They 
are  expected  to  arrive  at  any  time, 
however,  and  will  be  promptly 
placed.  Conduits  for  electric  wires 
were  laid  underground  to  provide 
for  the  proper  lighting  of  the  steps 
at  night,  and  temporary  lights  are 
already  in  use.  When  completed 
the  lights  will  hang  from  the  ea- 
gles' beaks  on  the  upper  pair  of 
pillars. 
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In  connection  with  the  steps  a 
new  concrete  walk  extends  from 
the  top  of  the  steps  to  the  office  en- 
trance and  the  stones  of  the  former 
walk  have  been  laid  to  provide  a 
walk  for  the  Model  School  entrance 
through  the  little  grove  of  ever- 
greens. These  improvements  add 
greatly  to  the  effect  of  the  upper 
campus. 

Domestic  Science 
Department. 

The  trustees  of  the  school  during 
the  summer  vacation  made  altera- 
tions in  the  first  floor  of  Science 
Hall  to  provide  accommodations  for 
the  Domestic  Science  work  required 
by  the  new  course  of  study.  A 
commodious  kitchen  with  a  most 
modern  equipment  including  ^  a 
combination  gas  and  coal  range  of 
the  latest  and  most  improved  pat- 
tern, tables  with  individual  gas 
stoves  and  dishes  for  a  class  of 
twenty  students,  a  fully  equipped 
and  furnished  dining  room  and  sew- 
ing room  make  up  the  present  pro- 
vision for  the  department,  and  a 
large  class  has  already  taken  up 
the  work  prescribed  for  the  Senior 
year.  It  would  be  treason  to  re- 
late how  the  jelly  for  some  of  the 
boys  absolutely  refused  to  "jell" 
w^hile  that  of  the  girls,  arranged 
in  carefully  locked  closets,  has 
stirred  the  envy  of  old  time  house 
keepers.  It  is  expected  that  class- 
es will  be  arranged  in  the  earl}^  fu- 
ture for  a  number  of  townspeople 
who  have  manifested  great  interest 


in  the  work  of  this  new  depart- 
ment.

Prof.  H.  D.  Walker— a  member 
of  the  faculty  during  the  years 
1869-70,  having  charge  of  the  work 
in  Rhetoric  and  in  the  Higher 
Mathematics,  and  one  of  the  old- 
time  educators,  passed  away  on 
Tuesday,  August  27th,  1912,  near 
McKendree  Church,  Luzerne  Coun- 
ty, where  he  had  been  living  for 
several  years.  Prof.  Walker's  death 
was  due  to  old  age,  he  being  95 
5'ears  old  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
His  step  never  lost  its  elasticity  and 
his  eye  its  luster.  He  was  a  man 
of  wonderful  vitality. 

He  was  a  graduate  of  Brown 
University,  and  an  ordained  minis- 
ter of  the  Baptist  Church.  Two 
daughters,  with  whom  he  resided, 
Pauline  and  Luella,  and  one  son, 
M.  B.  Walker,  Esq.  of  Wilkes- 
Barre  are  the  only  survivors.

Sutphen,  attended  the  funeral  ser- 
vices, representing  the  school,  and 
about  half  a  dozen  girls  represented 
Miss  Mooney's  many  friends  among 
the  students. 

Dr.  Waller  and  family  left 
Bloomsburg  last  June  to  tour  South- 
ern Europe  and  other  Mediterra- 
nean countries.

Constanza.  Then  they  took  ship 
across  the  Black  Sea,  down  through 
the  Bosphorus  to  Constantinople. 

On  account  of  the  Turkish-Ital- 
ian war,  the  Turks  had  the  Darda- 
nelles planted  with  mines  so  that 
ships  had  to  be  towed  through  a 
tortuous  path  for  fear  of  striking 
a  mine. 

The  party  spent  five  days  in  Con- 
stantinople, then  sailed  to  Smyrna, 
thence  to  Athens,  down  the  Corin- 
thian Canal  to  Corinth,  then  visi- 
ted Delphi,  the  rocky  abode  of  the 
oracle  ;  Mycene,  the  home  of  the 
wealthy  Agamemnon  ;  and  Olym- 
pia.  From  here  they  left  by  way 
of  the  Tyrean  Sea,  through  the 
Straights  of  Mycena,  the  region  of 
earthquakes,  north  to  Naples. 

The  return  trip  to  America  was 
completed  September  iith. 
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THe  Winter  Term. 

At  the  close  of  the  holiday  sea- 
son the  students  of  the  school  re- 
sumed their  duties  with  a  highly 
commendable  degree  of  prompt- 
ness. Seven  fifty  A.  M.  of  the  very 
first  day  found  practically  the  en- 
tire student  body  at  work  in  the 
class  room  and  the  routine  of  the 
school  moved  ofT  with  scarcely 
more  interruption  than  might  have 
been  in  evidence  on  any  Tuesday 
of  the  school  year. 

The  registration  of  the  present 
term  is  well  over  the  700  mark  and 
the  work  of  the  year  is  advancing 
systematically  and  smoothly  as  in 
previous  years. 


School  Colors. 

In  the  January  number  of  the 
new  student  publication,  the  "B," 
much  valuable  space  is  devoted  to 
a  discussion  of  the  official  school 
colors.  Mr.  J.  G.  Cope  is  there 
quoted  as  declaring  that  the  school 
colors  are  not  and  never  have  been 
"lemon  and  maroon."  This  state- 
ment is  strictly  in  accordance  with 
the  facts,  but  it  does  not  follow  as 


the  "B"  seems  to  demand,  that  ac- 
tion of  any  sort  is  necessary  to 
make  changes  in  the  colors  used  for 
many  years. 

Lemon  and  a  dark  shade  of  red, 
deep   garnet   to   be   exact,  were 
adopted  a  dozen  or  more  years  ago 
after  a    most  exciting  campaign. 
This  shade  of   red    is  sometimes 
called   "maroon,''    though  incor- 
rectly so,  as  reference  to  the  page 
of  standard  colors  in  the  Standard 
Dictionary  will  show.    The  color 
there  shown  as  the  scientifically  ex- 
act "maroon"  is  very  different  from 
the  shade  of  red  ofhcially  adopted 
by  the  school.      However,  "ma- 
roon"   sounds   much   better  than 
"garnet"  and  rhymes  with  "tune" 
and    "moon"    and    various  other 
words  of  poetical  suggestion,  so 
the  Quarterly  is  disposed  to  be- 
lieve that  no  harm  will  be  done 
if  the  present  custom  of  calling  our 
dark  garnet  "maroon"  shall  con- 
tinue;   No  possible  doubt  can  ex- 
ist as  to  the  official  colors  actually 
in  use.    The  only  question  is  one 
of    nomenclature    simply,  which 
seems  to  us  hardly  worth  discus- 
sion, though  the  facts  are  as  above 
stated.

Since  our  last  issue  three  numbers 
of  a  new  school  periodical,  which 
its  founders  trust  to  make  a  per- 
manent feature  of  the  school  life, 
have  made  their  appearance.  The 
"B"  as  this  magazine  is  entitled,  is 
entirely  the  result  of  student  efforts 
and  initiative  and  the  numbers  so 
far  issued  have  been  interesting 
and  attractive.  As  the  Quarterly 
makes  no  effort  to  cover  the  strictly 
local  side  of  school  affairs  the  "B" 
is  able  to  meet  an  apparent  need, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  the  editors  of 
the  new  paper  may  be  successful 
in  their  journalistic  efforts. 

Students' 
Lecture  Course. 

A  very  attractive  course  of  en- 
tertainments has  been  provided 
this  winter  by  the  management  of 
the  local  lecture  course. 

The  course  was  opened  on  Janu- 
uary  loth  by  the  Dixie  Chorus

Col.  John  G.  Freeze,  with  the 
exception  of  a  few  years,  has  been 
a  trustee  of  this  institution  since 
its  acceptance  as  a  Normal  School 
in  1869.  Coincident  with  the  cel- 
ebration of  the  eighty-seventh  anni- 
versary of  his  birth  he  appeared  in 
Court  on  Nov.  4  last,  the  first  in 
several  months,  and  presented  the 
usual  petition  of  the  Lehigh  Valley 
Coal  Company  to  take  over  the 
road  building  in  Conyngham  town- 
ship in  lieu  of  the  payment  of  road 
taxes,  a  practice  that  has  prevailed 
there  for  many  years. 

Col.  Freeze  was  in  better  health 
than  he  has  been  in  a  long  time 
and  the  return  to  the  court  room, 
in  which  for  several  decades  he 
played  such  a  prominent  part,  evi- 
dently afforded  him  the  greatest 
pleasure. 

As  Col.  Freeze  presented  his  pe- 
tition to  Judge  Evans  '76,  the  lat- 
ter cordially  congratulated  him 
upon  his  having  reached  his  eighty- 
seventh  mile-stone  and  expressed 
the  wish  that  he  might  live  to  pre- 
sent many  more  petitions  upon  sim- 
ilar anniversaries. 

Col.  Freeze  accepted  the  con- 
gratulations with  his  characteristic 
old-school  courtesy,  but  remarked 
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that  he  had  no  such  expectations. 

More  than  sixty- four  years  have 
passed  since  Col.  Freeze  was  ad- 
mitted to  practice,  sixty-four  years 
during  which  the  Colonel  has  seen 
man}^  generations  of  lawyers  come 
and  go,  and  to  the  members  of  the 
bar  who  extended  their  congratu- 
lations yesterday  the  picture  of  this 
time-beaten  frame  and  his  snow- 
white  locks  ev^oked  expressions  of 
sentiment  that  were  heart-felt. 


Prof.  Silas  Wright,  wdio  in  the 
early  seventies  was  a  member  of 
the  facult}^  of  the  Bloomsburg  State 
Normal  School,  and  who  has  been 
prominentl}^  identified  with  the 
cause  of  education  throughout  his 
entire  life,  died  recently  at  the 
home  of  his  son,  D.  W.  J.  Wright, 
of  Skippack,  Montgomery  county.

Miss  Limburger  was  a  graduate 
of  the  Normal  in  the  class  of  '84. 


When  she  went  to  Mexico  to  take 
up  her  work  as  a  missionary  she 
did  so  in  the  face  of  criticism. 
Conditions  at  the  school  where  she 
taught  were  of  the  most  discour- 
aging, and  it  was  only  with  the 
most  difficult}^  that  she  was  able  to 
secure  pupils  at  all.  At  the  time 
of  her  death,  not  long  ago,  the 
school  was  the  most  prosperous  of 
its  kind  in  Mexico;  and  at  present 
it  is  forced  to  turn  away  pupils  for 
lack  of  room.  This  phenomenal 
growth  was  largely  due  to  her  ef- 
forts. 

'85,  McNiff,  M.  Katharine— Sci. 
Course  '89,  read  a  very  interesting 
paper  on  Method  of  Teaching  Lat- 
in, before  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Educational  Association.  We  give 
a  portion  of  a  notice  of  the  paper 
taken  from  the  Harrisburg  Tele- 
graph. We  regret  that  our  lack  of 
space  prevents  a  more  extended 
clipping. 

"Since  the  sessions  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania State  Educational  Associa- 
tion in  Harrisburg  last  week  wide- 
spread interest  has  been  aroused  in 
the  method  of  teaching  Latin  in 
the  Harrisburg  High  School,  intro- 
duced by  Miss  M.  Katharine  Mc- 
Niff and  ably  conducted  by  her. 
Miss  McNiff  teaches  by  the  oral  or 
conversational  method,  which  is 
very  unusual  now, although  in  gen- 
eral use  previous  to  the  year  1800. 
During  the  time  her  classes  are  be- 
fore her  neither  she  nor  the  pupils 
use  a  word  of  English.  Everything 
is  spoken  in   Latin.     Instead  of 
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merely  reading  and  translating,  the 
pupils  ask  all  questions  and  con- 
duct all  conversation  in  that  lan- 
guage. 

Miss  McNiff  gave  a  practical  dem- 
onstration of  her  methods  before 
the  Latin  section  of  the  convention 
here  and  created  little  less  than  a 
sensation.  The  freshman  class  at 
the  High  School,  which  is  the  only 
one  to  use  exclusively  the  conver- 
sational method,  recited  and  Miss 
McNiff  told  in  Latin,  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  class  and  the  teachers  as- 
sembled, the  story  of  Little  Red 
Ridinghood,  illustrating  unusual 
words,  such  as  basket,  etc.,  with 
objects.  The  teachers  were  so  im- 
pressed that  it  is  likely  that  many 
other  teachers  will  adopt  Miss  Mc- 
Niff's  method.

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Another  school  year  opened  on 
September  2d  with  the  annual  rush 
and  entire  absence  of  inaugural  cere- 
mony. Two  busy  days  of  registra- 
tion and  classification  of  new  stu- 
dents and,  presto,  the  school  was 
running  as  steadily  and  easily  as  in 
mid-term. 

Considerable  speculation  had  been 
indulged  in  concerning  the  possible 
effect  on  school  attendance  of  the 
new  four  year  course,  but  a  view  of 
the  registration  cards  in  the  Regis- 
trar's office  and  of  the  well  filled 
rows  of  seats  in  the  Auditorium  at 
chapel  time  quickly  dispelled  any 
doubt  that  might  have  existed  as  to 
the  popularity  of  the  new^  course. 
The  Senior  class,  although  some- 
what smaller  than  that  of  last  year, 
was  found  to  be  considerably  larger 
than  was  expected  and  additional 
sections  had  to  be  provided  to  ac- 
commodate the  other  classes. 

On  the  whole,  the  change  from 
the  three  year  to  the  four  year 
course  has  been  made  at  Bloomsburg 
with  very  little  disturbance  of  the 
school  routine  and  with  no  percepti- 
ble effect  on  the  school  attendaiice. 


Bloomsburg  Boys  at 
College. 

The  college  commencement  sea- 
son of  last  June  brought  many  addi- 
tional honors  to  the  credit  of  those 
who  prepared  for  college  at  Blooms- 
burg. Mr.  Ray  Mather  of  Benton, 
college  Prep,  class  of  1909,  carried 
off  first  honors  at  Williams  winning 
the  Valedictory  and  Harvard  Schol- 
arship, the  highest  honors  gained 
this  year  by  an}^  Bloomsburg  gradu- 
ate. Many  others  acquitted  them- 
selves with  credit  in  various  other 
colleges  of  the  land. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that 
usually  from  75  to  100  Bloomsburg 
trained  young  men  and  women  are 
pursuing  college  courses  each  year 
and  from  previous  experience  they 
may  be  counted  on  to  win  rather 
more  than  their  numerical  share  of 
the  college  credits  and  distinctions. 
''There's  a  reason." 

A  natural  result  of  the  good  work 
done  by  our  representatves  in  col- 
lege is  the  increasing  value  placed 
on  the  school's  certificate  of  prepar- 
ation by  various  colleges  of  the 
country.  Man}^  students  each  year 
gain  advanced  standing  at  college 
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because  of  the  thoro  work  done  at 
Bloomsburg.  In  some  instances  our 
graduates  have  been  admitted  to  full 
standing  as  college  sophomores,  and 
this  too  at  one  of  the  large  univesi- 
ties  of  the  countr3^

He  was 
stricken  vAth  paralysis  the  Tuesday 
preceding  his  death. 

Frederick  G.  Yorks  was  seized 
by  a  cerebral  hemorrhage  about  9 
o'clock  Thursday  evening,  Septem- 
ber nth  and  died  at  3  o'clock  the 
following  morning.  He  was  gen- 
eral manager  of  the  Bloomsburg 
Silk  Mills,  with  branches  at  Lock 
Haven  and  Jersey  Shore.  He  was 
also  a  director  in  the  First  National 
Bank  of  Bloomsburg. 

Robert  C.  Neal  died  of  Bright's 
disease  at  his  country  home  "Kin- 
cora"  near  Harrisburg,  Saturday 
evening,  September  20th.  All  these 
men  were  prominent  in  the  various 
stations  in  life  which  they  occu- 
pied. 

Rev.  John  Hewitt,  principal  of 
the  Normal  School  in  1872-3,  and 
now  rector  of  the  Bellefonte  Bpis- 
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copal  Church,  has  been  prominent- 
ly mentioned  as  a  possibility  for  the 
American  Consulship  at  Sheffield, 
England. 

George  D.  Cronan,  head  of  the 
manual  training  department  of  the 
school  for  two  years,  resigned  his 
position  here  to  accept  a  position 
as  teacher  of  industrial  education 
in  the  Hanover  township,  Luzerne 
County  schools.  A  local  paper  says: 
"Mr.  Cronan  was  generally  con- 
ceded the  most  efficient  head  of  rhat 
department  the  school  has  ever  had 
and  it  was  with  the  greatest  regret 
that  his  resignation  was  accepted." 

'68,  Fritz,  W.  Sanderson,  (sp.c.) 
now  living  in  Michigan,  has  been 
visiting  his  old  home  in  Col- 
umbia County.  He  was  a  student 
at  the  Bloomsburg  Literary  Insti- 
tute when  Prof.  Henry  Carver  was 
principal.  He  found  marvelous 
changes  in  the  old  institution.

The  death  of  Samuel  F.  Williams, 
June  4th,  1913,  at  Drums,  Pa., 
closes  the  career  of  the  most  uni- 
que character  who  ever  attended 
the  Bloomsburg  Normal.  The 
Model  School  children  of  1875  ^^^^ 
never  forget  their  surprise  at  see- 
ing carried  into  their  school  room, 
a  tw^enty  four  year  old  pupil, 
whose  knowledge  of  books  was 
limited  to  simply  knowing  the  let- 
ters of   the   alphabet.     Yet  this 


man-child  had  been  a  business  man 
from  youth.  He  had  commenced 
life  under  most  adverse  circum- 
stances. In  early  childhood,  the 
death  of  his  father  compelled  him 
to  spend  his  school  days  in  * 'at- 
tending door"  in  a  Pennsylvania 
coal  mine.  The  dampness  of  this 
occupation  proved  too  much  for 
the  lad.  Rheumatism  developed. 
After  months  of  suffering,  he  was 
left  with  all  the  joints  of  his  legs 
and  hips  in  a  permanent  consoli- 
dated condition.  A  consultation 
of  surgeons  resulted  in  the  ampu- 
tation of  one  entire  leg  near  the 
hip  joint,  the  other  limb  being  left 
in  a  deformed  right-angular  pos- 
ture, with  neither  leg  nor  hip  joint 
being  movable.  In  this  deplora- 
ble condition,  one  limb  in  the 
grave,  the  other  completely  use- 
less, with  a  widowed  mother  de- 
pending upon  him  for  support, 
Sammy  was  not  discouraged.  In- 
spired by  lofty  motives,  inculcated 
by  a  Christian  mother,  this  boy 
commenced  his  remarkable  career. 
Securing  a  small  two  wheeled  cart 
and  donkey,  and  a  small  stock  of 
goods  from  a  local  merchant,  Sam- 
my started  on  his  new  vocation  of 
"Traveling  Salesman,"  tho  his 
dealings  were  with  families  instead 
of  business  men.  Fortune  favors 
the  good  and  brave.  Sammy  pros- 
pered. At  the  age  of  24  he  con- 
sidered it  time  to  commence  going 
to  school.  During  about  seven 
consecutive  years,  he  spent  the 
winter  months  at  the  Bloomsburg 
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Normal,  spending  the  balance  of 
the  year  upon  the  road.  He  then 
established  a  home  of  his  own, 
which  resulted  in  five  children, 
two  of  whom,  Jennie  and  George, 
are  graduates  of  the  Bloomsburg 
Normal. 

On  account  of  his  genial  dispo- 
sition and  sterling  qualities,  Sam- 
my was  always  a  great  favorite 
among  both  teachers  and  students. 

'83,  Clark,  Granville  J.  Mr. 
Clark  is  a  candidate  for  the  office  of 
common  pleas  Judge  of  Luzerne 
county,  Pa.,  at  the  election  to  be 
held  on  4th  November  19 13,  For 
twenty-two  years  he  has  been  Presi- 
dent of  the  B.  S.  N.  S.  Alumni  As- 
sociation of  Luzerne  County  and  is 
a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees 
of  the  B.  S.  N.  S.  having  been  elect- 
ed as  a  representative  of  the  Alumni 
of  the  school.  Of  course  all  the 
Alumni  and  friends  of  the  school 
will  give  Mr.  Clark  loyal  support 
and  votes.
